1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method offer determining whether or not electronic 
mail transmitted in a local mail svstem through a network is infected by a mail virus, said method 
comprising: 

registering a second address as a receiver address in an address table for mail virus 
detection , and a corresponding first address in a respective client mail address book, for each of 
a plurality of clients of the local mail system : 

determining whether-a- first address i nd i cated by an electronic mail transmitted from any 
one of thea clients through the n e twork indicates the first address corresponding to the second 
address recorded in the address table for mail virus detectionrihe^i rs t a d dr e s s b ei n g- r e g i st e r e d 
in an addr e ss boo k- o ^ th e- c lie nt ; 

storing information concerning the electronic mail as mail virus information in a mail virus 
information table in response to the first address of the electronic mail indicating the second 
address; and 

suppressing transmission of any electronic mail that includes the mail virus. 

2. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1, further comprising 
reporting a mail virus detection to at least one predetermined report address in response to the 
first address being indicatedi n4i eating the second addr e ss . 

3. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1 r further comprising: 
compressing the electronic mail indicating kavma the first address indicat i ng th e s e cond 

addr e ss ; and 

attaching the compressed electronic mail to a report electronic mail for reporting the mail 
virus detection, and reporting the mail virus detection by sending the report electronic mail to at 
least one predetermined address. 
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4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A computer-readable recording medium recorded 
with program code for causing a computer to determine whether-eiHwt electronic mail 
transmitted in a local mail system t tiroy ii ^ a- n e two fk is infected by a mail virus, said computer- 
readable recording medium comprising codes for: 

registering a second address as a receiver address in an address table for mail virus 
detection , and a corresponding first address in a respective client mail address book, for each of 
a plurality of clients of the local mail system ; 

determining whether-a - f i r st- add f ess indicat e d by an electronic mail transmitted from any 
one of the a clients- through th e n e tw o rk - indicates the first address corresponding to the second 
address recorded in the address table for mail virus detection , th e first address b e ing r e gist e r e d 
in an address book of the client; 

storing information concerning the electronic mail as mail virus information in a mail virus 
information table in response to the first address of the electronic mail indicating the second 
address; and 

suppressing transmission of any electronic mail that includes the mail virus. 

5, (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The computer-readable recording medium as 
claimed in claim 4, further comprising code for reporting a mail virus detection to at least one 
predetermined report address in response to the first address being indicated i ndicat i ng th e 
s e cond -a dd - r ess t 

6, (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The computer-readable recording medium as 
claimed in claim 5, further comprising code for: 

compressing the electronic mail indicating fraviro the first address-i ndioat i n§4h e-se 6on d 
a d^r -es s ; and 

attaching the compressed electronic mail to a report electronic mail for reporting the mail 
virus detection, and reporting the mail virus detection by sending the report electronic mail to at 
least one predetermined address. 

7. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for detecting electronic mail infected by a 
virus in a local mail system , the method comprising: 

registering a second address as a receiver address in an address table for virus 
detection, and a corresponding first address in a respective client mail address book, for each of 
a plurality of clients of the iocai mail system; 
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detecting an electronic mail as being infected by a virus in response to determining that 
thea-fi rst addr e ss of an electronic mail indicates the first address correspondinq treftsmi tted from 
a cli e nt corr e sponds to thea second address.HFe oe - r€t e # j< i ^ Hv ad €tre s s t able for virus detection,

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the mail 
virus information indicates one or more values of a sender electronic mail address, a data size, a 
title, or a combination thereof, which are shown in the electronic mail indicating the firstseeoM 
address. 

9. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 7, further comprising storing 
information corresponding to the electronic mail as virus information in a virus information table 
in response to detecting the electronic mail as being infected by the virus. 

1 0. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 7 r further comprising 
suppressing transmission of any electronic mail that includes the virus in response to detecting 
the electronic mail as being infected by the virus. 

1 1 . (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 7, further comprising 
reporting the virus detection to at least one predetermined report address in response to 
detecting the electronic mail as being infected by the virus. 
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
